REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1989 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors. 

Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  of  the  County  Borough  for  the  year  1939. 

The  delay  in  the  appearance  of  the  report  is  regretted, 
but  has  been  unavoidable.  The  majority  of  the  report  was 
written  and  prepared  by  June,  1940,  despite  the  increased 
administrative  and  other  work  occasioned  by  the  war  upon 
a staff  which  had  remained  unchanged,  but  the  Registrar 
General’s  figures  were  not  received  until  the  end  of  Septem- 
ber and  many  details  as  to  figures  could  not  be  worked  out 
until  these  had  been  obtained.  In  July,  1940,  the  Minister 
of  Health  advised  that  Annual  Reports  should  be  much  cur- 
tailed with  a view  to  economy  in  the  use  of  paper  and  this 
has  resulted  in  the  report  submitted  for  publication  having 
to  be  largely  re-written  and  much  reduced.  The  original 
draft  is  being  retained  for  reference  purposes. 

The  birth  rate  has  shown  an  improvement  on  the  pre- 
vious year’s  rate,  but  otherwise  the  figures  show  no  signifi- 
cant change. 

The  only  noteworthy  causes  of  sickness  were  an  epi- 
demic of  influenza  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  and  the 
continuation  of  an  outbreak  of  diphtheria  until  the  end  of 
March. 

Perusal  of  the  report  will,  I think,  show  that,  despite 
the  very  many  extra  demands  upon  the  staff  of  the  Depart- 
ment occasioned  by  the  War,  the  services,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  one  clinic,  have  been  maintained  on  their  peace-time 
basis  and  every  effort  is  being  made  not  only  to  continue 
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this  state  of  affairs,  but  to  expand  these  social  services  to 
meet  the  increasing  needs  upon  them  inevitably  resulting 
from  war  conditions. 


On  behalf  of  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
and  myself,  I wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council,  and 
especially  the  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee, 
for  their  continued  support  and  help.  I also  wish  to  express 
my  appreciation  to  all  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Depart- 
ment for  the  way  in  which  they  have  willingly  carried  out 
the  extra  duties  asked  of  them,  and  the  way  in  which  their 
work  has  been  performed.

BIRTH  RATE. 

The  total  number  of  live  births  allocated  to  the  Borough 
increased  to  1,089  from  the  1938  figure  of  975,  giving  a rate 
of  15.06.  This  rate  is  slightly  above  the  rate  for  the  Country 
as  a whole  of  15.0  and  of  14.8  for  the  126  County  Boroughs 
and  Great  Towns. 


DEATH  RATE. 

805  deaths  have  been  assigned  to  the  Borough  for  the 
year  1939  (426  males  and  379  females),  as  against  797  deaths 
(423  males  and  374  females)  in  1938.  This  represents  a 
crude  death  rate  of  11.10  (11.13  in  1938)  and  an  adjusced 
death  rate  of  11.98  (12.02  in  1938)  per  1,000  estimated  resi- 
dent population,  compared  with  a Death  Rate  for  England 
and  Wales  of  12.1  and  12.0  for  the  County  Boroughs  and 
Great  Towns.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

FOR  THE  AREA. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  Laboratory  facilities 
provided  for  the  examination  of  clinical  material,  water, 
milk  and  foodstuffs. 

During  the  year  3,480  bacteriological  examinations  of 
clinical  material  were  made  for  the  Public  Health  Depart- 
ment and  1,407  for  private  practitioners  at  the  Pathological 
Laboratory  at  the  Royal  Infirmary. 

Details  with  regard  to  the  examination  of  water,  milk 
and  food  stuffs  are  given  in  other  portions  of  this  report. 

CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

The  only  change  which  occurred  is  that  the  Ear,  Nose 
and  Throat  and  Aural  Special  Clinic  had  to  be  discontinued 
owing  to  the  specialist-in-charge  being  called  for  duty  in 
H.M.  Forces. 

No  changes  have  occurred  in  connection  with  Ambulance 
Services  or  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

HOSPITALS. 

Negotiations  with  the  Board  of  Management  of  the  Royal 
Infirmary  regarding  the  possible  provision  of  joint  hospital 
facilities  were  still  proceeding  when  the  outbreak  of  war 
altered  the  whole  position.  All  the  available  hospital  accom- 
modation in  the  Borough,  with  many  additional  beds  added 
either  in  existing  buildings  or  m hutments,  is  now  scheduled 
for  the  reception  of  air  raid  casualties  in  case  of  need,  but 
pending  the  admission  of  such  casualties  the  hospitals  are 
continuing  their  work  as  far  as  is  possible  as  in  peace  time, 
arrangements  being  made  for  convalescent  patients  to  be 
evacuated  quickly  in  case  of  need.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  SERVICE 

ANTE-NATAL  CARE. 

The  use  of  the  Ante-Natal  Clinics  has  again  been  ex- 
tended during  the  year.  Including  the  two  Clinics  held 
weekly  at  the  Wood  Street  premises  there  are  three  Clinics 
a week.  The  gratifying  increase  in  their  use  is  shown  by 
the  tact  that  new  cases  have  increased  by  54  and  attendances 
by  236  on  the  1938  figures.  In  all  728  expectant  mothers 
attended  these  clinics  during  the  year,  representing  63.3% 
of  the  total  notified  births  during  the  year. 

These  continued  increases  more  than  confirm  the  need 
that  previously  existed  for  increased  accommodation,  and  it 
must  still  be  noced  that  the  average  attendance  is  twenty 
per  session.'^  Clinics  of  his  size  are  too  large  and  it  would 
appear  a further  extension  of  facilities  for  this  most  impor- 
tant service  are  already  required.

MIDWIVES. 

THE  MUNICIPAL  MIDWIFERY  SERVICE. 

This  Service — details  of  which  have  been  given  in  my 
previous  reports — is  continuing  to  prove  its  value  to  the 
community.  Despite  the  fact  that  owing  to  the  necessity 
for  midwives  to  attend  post  certificate  courses,  and  there 
having  been  as  a consequence  fewer  midwives  than  normal 
available  during  most  of  the  year,  the  number  of  cases 
attended  has  increased  over  the  previous  year’s  figures. 

An  improvement  has  been  effected  by  having  two  of  the 
midwives  trained  in  the  use  of  gas  and  air  analgesia,  and 
had  ic  not  been  for  the  outbreak  of  War,  more  would  already 
have  received  their  training.  The  necessary  apparatus  is 
provided  by  the  Council,  and  more  and  more  women  are 
now  asking  for  this  help  during  their  confinements.  During 
the  year  49  patients  have  received  gas  and  air  analgesia,  all 
with  satisfactory  results,  and  there  is  little  doubt  that  the 
time  is  not  far  distant  when  it  will  be  regarded  as  the  normal 
service  to  be  given  during  childbirth  to  relieve  women  of 
unnecessary  pain  at  this  time.  It  should  be  noted  that  no 
woman  can  have  this  gas  and  air  analgesia  unless  she  has 
been  examined  by  a doctor  at  least  a month  before  confine- 
ment, that  the  apparatus  used  is  so  set  that  it  cannot  give 
more  than  a fixed  percentage  of  nitrous  oxide  gas,  and  that 
two  midwives  must  be  present  during  the  administration. 
This  additional  midwife  is  present  merely  for  supervision, 
as  the  patient  administers  the  gas  to  herself,  breathing 
sufficient  to  numb  the  pain.  If  she  reaches  the  stage  of  un- 
consciousness the  mask  automatically  falls  from  her  face 
and  the  gas  ceases  to  flow.  An  extremely  safe  method  of 
analgesia  is  thereby  rendered  even  safer  still  by  these  pre- 
cautions.

GENERAL  MIDWIFERY  PROVISION. 


In  addition  to  the  eight  municipal  midwives  there  are 
three  midwives  in  independent  practice,  one  of  whom  has  a 
small  private  maternity  home.  Three  midwives  retired  dur- 
ing the  year,  receiving  compensation  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  of  the  Midwives  Act,  1936.  In  addition  to  the 
Maternity  Home  mentioned  above,  there  are  the  Municipal 
Maternity  Home  and  two  other  Maternity  Homes  in  the 
town,  one  of  which  is  chiefly  used  by  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  for  patients  from  the  area  around  Doncaster. 
Fourteen  midwives  are  employed  in  the  various  maternity 
homes,  five  of  whom  are  at  the  Municipal  Macernity  Home.

During  the  year  medical  aid  has  been  summoned  by 
midwives  on  453  occasions.  Of  these  requests  for  help  336 
were  sent  by  midwives  in  domiciliary  practice  and  117  by 
midwives  in  institutional  practice. 

HAMILTON  LODGE  MATERNITY  HOME. 

Hamilton  Lodge  Maternity  Home  has  continued  to  be 
fully  occupied,  the  number  of  cases  admutted  increasing  by 
62  over  the  1938  figures.  Beds  have  again  had  to  be  found 
for  patients  in  other  institutions  on  42  occasions — in  12  cases 
for  ‘"booked”  patients  and  in  30  cases  for  those  requiring 
emergency  Admission. 

Occurrences  such  as  these  are  regrettable  but  unavoid- 
able with  a small  maternity  home  working  to  full  capacity. 


The  provision  of  additional  and  improved  facilities  was 
under  consideration  at  the  time  of  the  outbreak  of  the  War, 
and  has  had  to  be  deferred.

PUERPERAL  FEVER  AND  PUERPERAL  PYREXIA. 


During  the  year  29  notifications  of  peurperal  pyrexia 
have  been  received,  eight  being  in  respect  of  cases  normally 
resident  outside  the  Borough.  All  cases  except  four 
received  treatment  in  the  Isolation  Hospital  or  in  isolation 
wards  attached  to  Maternity  Homes.  In  addition,  6 cases  of 
non-notifiable  rises  in  temperature  were  treated  in  the 
Isolation  Hospital  as  a precautionary  measure. 

Three  women  died — in  each  case  the  sepsis  followed  an 
abortion.

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CONSULTANT  SERVICE. 


In  conjunction  with  the  West  Riding  County  Council, 
the  Council  decided  to  appoint  an  obstetric  consultant 
for  the  Borough  and  the  surrounding  County  areas  to  be 
available  for  domiciliary  consultations  and  to  undertake  all 
the  consultant  midwifery  work  in  the  various  institutions 
admitting  midwifery  cases  on  behalf  of  the  two  authorities. 

Mr.  D.  R.  L.  Stevenson  was  appointed  and  commenced 
his  duties  on  September  1st,  1939. 

Consultants  were  called  in  to  118  cases  during  the  year. 


MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

Three  true  materanl  deaths  have  occurred  among 
women  normally  resident  in  the  Borough — the  same  number 
as  m the  previous  year.  Death  was  due  to  sepsis  following 
upon  abortion  in  two  cases  and  post  partum  haemorrhage  in 
one  case.  In  addition,  two  associated  maternal  deaths 
occurred,  death  being  caused  in  one  case  by  epilepsy  and  in 
the  other  by  heart  disease. 

POST-NATAL  CLINIC. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  a further  increase  in  the  use  of 
the  Post-Natal  Clinic.  The  importance  of  this  Clinic  in  the 
prevention  of  further  ill-health  among  women  who  have 
borne  children  cannot  be  over-estimated,  a fact  which  has 
been  remarked  upon  in  my  previous  reports. 

During  the  year  202  women  attended  the  clinic,  196 
being  new  cases,  making  295  attendances,  increases  of  40  and 
36  respectively  on  the  1938  figures. 


CONCEPTION  CONTROL  CLINIC. 

This  Clinic  is  associated  with  the  Post-Natal  Clinic,  and 
the  patients  are  limited  to  married  women  who,  for  medical 
reasons,  should  avoid  further  pregnancies. 

Advice  is  given  and  the  necessary  appliances  are  sold  at 
cost  price  to  patients. 

During  the  year  39  new  cases  attended  and  there  was  a 
total  of  163  attendances. 

CHILD  WELFARE  CENTRES. 

The  work  of  the  Child  Welfare  Centres  has  continued 
steadily,  and  this  year  the  percentage  of  children  born 
during  the  year  who  attended  the  Welfares  has  increased 
to  68.8%. 
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There  has  been  a decrease  of  530  in  the  attendances 
made  by  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  but  the  attendances 
of  those  aged  1 to  5 years  have  increased  by  896. 

Once  again  the  importance  must  be  stressed  of  con- 
tinued supervision  thioughout  childhood,  and  also  that,  as 
the  work  of  the  Welfares  is  intended  to  be  preventive, 
medical  treatment  is  reduced  to  a minimum. 

Treatment  for  dental  defects,  orthopaedic  conditions,  and 
diseases  of  the  eye,  ear,  nose  and  throat,  is  arranged  through 
the  appropriate  specialist  statfed  clinics  already  existing  in 
the  department.

INFANT  DEATHS  AND  STILLBIRTHS. 

Details  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  are 
shown  on  the  following  table.  The  total  of  60  deaths  repre- 
sents a rate  of  54.17  per  1,000  live  births  as  against  a rate  of 
50.25  for  the  previous  year.  The  rate  is  just  below  the 
average  for  the  last  ten  years. 

50  stillbirths  were  allocated  to  the  Borough  for  the 
year,  giving  a rate  of  43.89  per  1,000  live  and  still  births 
and  0.69  per  1,000  population.  This  is  an  increase  over  the 
figures  for  1S38  and  is  largely  accounted  for  by  premature 
deliveries.  In  50%  of  the  stillbirths  the  foetus  was  prema- 
ture.

Dried  milk,  cod  liver  oil  and  malt,  etc.,  is  supplied  at 
cost  price,  limited  to  those  expectant  and  nursing  mothers 
and  children  under  five  years  of  age  who  are  attending 
regularly  at  the  various  centres.  They  are  also  supplied  at 
reduced  prices,  or  free  in  necessitous  cases.  In  addition, 
arrangements  are  in  force  for  liquid  milk  to  be  delivered 
free  of  cost  to  necessitous  expectant  and  nursing  mothers.

INFANT  LIFE  PROTECTION. 

A list  of  the  children  notified  under  the  Act  is  kept  at 
the  Public  Health  Offices.

ORTHOPEDIC  TREATMENT. 

This  Clinic  is  held  twice  a month  at  the  Wood  Street 
premises  under  the  care  of  a visiting  Orthopaedic  Surgeon. 
It  is  a combined  clinic  for  children,  both  of  school  age  and 
below  school  age. 

Children  requiring  hospital  treatment  are  referred  to 
special  hospitals,  many,  chiefly  cases  of  rickets,  are  referred 
to  the  Nursery  Class  at  the  Open  Air  School,  and  others 
receive  ultra-violet  light  treatment  and  massage,  if  neces- 
sary, in  the  Ultra  Violet  Light  Clinic. 

During  the  year  122  new  cases  of  children  below  school 
age  attended  the  clinic,  and  new  and  old  cases  made  447 
attendances.

The  Nursery  Class  at  the  Open  Air  School  for  delicate 
and  crippled  children  who  are  under  school  age  has  con- 
tinued its  useful  work  under  the  care  of  a Nursery 
Instructress  and  her  assistant.

ULTRA  VIOLET  LIGHT. 

The  Ultra  Violet  Light  Department  has  continued 
steadily  throughout  the  year.  The  Clinic  is  used  for  the 
treatment  of  nursing  and  expectant  mothers,  infants, 
children  below  school  age,  and  children  of  school  age,  and 
for  cases  of  tuberculosis.

1939. 

DISEASES  OF  THE  EAR,  NOSE  AND  THROAT. 

This  clinic  had  to  be  discontinued  on  the  outbreak  of 
the  War.  Up  till  then  38  children  below  school  age  had 
attended  the  clinic,  making  61  attendances  in  all,  and  37 
attendances  at  the  Minor  Ailment  Clinic  for  intermediate 
treatment.

ERRORS  OF  REFRACTION. 


During  the  year,  43  children  below  school  age  attended 
the  refraction  clinics,  making  62  attendances.  The  condi-

DENTAL  TREATMENT. 

The  facilities  offered  for  the  dental  treatment  of  ex- 
pectant and  nursing  mothers  and  for  children  under  school 
age  have  obviously  been  appreciated,  and  the  work  has 
continued  steadily  throughout  the  year. 

These  facilities  are  only  available  to  those  women  and 
children  who  are  in  attendance  at  the  ante-natal  or  infant 
welfare  centres. 

Dentures  are  supplied  to  expectant  and  nursing  mothers 
at  cost  price  providing  they  are  obtained  within  a year  of 
the  date  of  the  last  confinement. 

251  children  and  129  mothers  completed  treatment  dur- 
ing the  year  and  112  dentures  were  supplied  to  the  latter. 

MINOR  AILMENTS. 

Arrangements  are  made  for  young  children  suffering 
from  minor  ailments,  such  as  impetigo,  to  be  treated 
together  with  children  of  school  age  at  the  minor  ailments 
clinic.  The  majority  of  children  suffering  from  these 
defects  are,  however,  referred  to  their  own  doctors  for  treat- 
ment. 

NURSING  HOMES  REGISTRATION  ACT,  1927. 

Supervision  has  been  continued  as  in  previous  years. 
No  unregistered  homes  have  come  to  the  notice  of  the 
department. 

The  registration  of  one  Maternity  Home  of  four  beds 
was  cancelled  during  the  year,  the  owner  having  retired 
from  practice  as  a midwife.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

No  changes  have  occurred  in  the  services  of  public  water 
supply  in  the  Borough,  the  origin  and  quantities  obtained 
from  each  source  being  the  same  as  stated  in  my  previous 
reports. 

The  purity  of  the  water  is  controlled  by  chemical  and 
bacteriological  examination,  22  samples  having  been  sub- 
mitted during  the  year  by  the  Public  Health  Department  in 
addition  to  those  submitted  by  the  Water  Engineer. 

All  the  samples  were  satisfactory. 


WATER  AND  DRAINAGE. 

During  the  year  1939,  certain  alterations  to  the  sanitary 
conditions  of  the  area  have  taken  place.  In  addition  to  the 
extension  of  the  sewerage  and  water  supply  systems  to  make 
provision  for  the  newly  developed  areas,  the  Main  Intercept- 
ing Sewer  constructed  in  Balby  Carr  Bank,  via  Cross  Bank 
to  Balby  Sewage  Works  and  the  Sewer  Extension  in  Tick- 
hill  Road,  have  been  completed.  As  a result  of  the  Tickhill 
Road  extension,  about  30  cesspools  have  been  dispensed  with. 

A Surface  Water  Drainage  Scheme  for  part  of  Bessa- 
carr  was  commenced  in  June,  but  progress  was  interrupted 
by  the  War,  and  the  work  has  recently  (December,  1939), 
been  resumed. 

No  alterations  have  been  made  to  the  rivers  or  streams 
during  the  year. 

A public  convenience  with  accommodation  for  both 
sexes  has  been  provided  m Sandall  Park. 

A new  Gulley  Emptier  with  cesspool  emptying  attach- 
ment has  been  purchased. 

Analyses  of  samples  of  the  water  taken  periodically  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory  in  every  case. 

A duplicate  pumping  plant  has  been  installed  at  Thorn- 
ham  Borehole,  Cantley,  and  is  now  in  commission.  The 
provision  of  an  18"  diameter  Trunk  Main  and  an  additional 
Service  Reservoir  at  Warmsworth  are  practically  completed, 
and  the  linking  up  of  the  Doncaster  Water  Supply  system 
with  the  Thorne  Water  Company’s  supply  in  connection 
with  A.R.P.  War  Emergency  Measures,  were  both  completed 
during  the  year.

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CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 


Ther'o  are  comparatively  few  privies  and  pail  closets 
remaining,  and  most  of  these  are  to  be  found  on  the  out- 
skirts or  low-lying  parts  of  the  town. 

At  the  end  of  1939  there  were  approximately  72  houses 
remaining  which  were  provided  with  privies  and  26  houses 
provided  with  pail  closets. 

SCAVENGING. 

Dry  refuse  was  collected  by  motor  vehicles  and  horse- 
drawn  vehicles,  approximately  15  per  cent,  being  conveyed 
by  the  latter  method. 

Refuse  from  privies  and  pail  closets  is  collected  at  night 
in  a covered  motor  vehicle. 

Of  the  16,392  loads  of  refuse  collected,  14,631  were  dis- 
posed of  at  the  Destructor  and  the  other  1,761  loads  were 
tipped  on  land  at  the  Air  Port. 

The  Refuse  Destructor  and  Salvage  Plant  have  been 
worked  norrnally.  The  quantity  of  refuse  dealt  with  was 
less  than  last  year,  owing  to  some  of  the  refuse  being  taken 
to  land  at  the  Air  Port.

Investigations  were  made  in  all 
the  cases  and  advice  given,  also,  where  necessary,  bait  was 
supplied.  The  number  of  visits  and  re-visits  was  353,  and 
8,905  bait  was  given  or  put  down. 

During  National  Rat  Week,  November  6th  to  11th,  the 
procedure  as  in  former  years  was  adopted.  The  number  of 
premises  complained  of  in  that  period  was  28  and  2,840  bait 
were  given  out.  The  Borough  Surveyor’s  Department  again 
co-operated  by  baiting  the  public  sewers.  5,036  bait  were 
put  in  556  manholes  in  various  parts  of  the  town,  and  it  was 
reported  that  2,766  had  been  taken. 

The  Estates  Surveyor’s  Department  employ  a rat 
catcher  on  property  controlled  by  them,  and  occasionally 
he  is  permitted,  on  payment  to  that  Department,  to  do  work 
for  owners  or  occupiers  of  private  property.

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SWIMMING  BATHS. 

Doncaster  has  two  publicly-owned  modern  covered 
swimming  baths. 

The  St.  James’  Street  Baths  are  only  opened  for  swim- 
ming purposes  during  the  summer  months,  from  April  to 
October,  but  owing  to  the  premises  being  required  as  a First 
Aid  Post  they  were  closed  on  August  25th.  The  Grey  Friars 
Road  Baths  are  opened  throughout  the  year  and  are  chiefly 
used  by  school  children. 

The  method  of  purification  of  water  is  by  chlorination, 
and  a check  on  its  efficiency  is  made  by  taking  bacteriological 
samples  at  intervals. 

Samples  of  the  water  have  been  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  on  sixteen  occasions  and  a satisfactory  standard 
has  been  maintained. 

SHOPS  AND  OFFICES. 

The  main  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act,  1934,  are  dealt 
with  by  the  Shops  Acts  Inspector,  who  refers  any  matters 
concerning  sanitary  or  health  matters  to  the  Public  Health 
Department.  No  complaints  were  received  during  the  year. 

CAMPING  SITES. 

There  are  no  recognised  camping  sites  in  the  Borough, 
and  no  licences  have  been  issued  under  Section  269  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

Thirty-six  observations  of  factory  chimneys  were  made 
during  the  year,  and  where  an  excessive  amount  of  dense 
black  smoke  was  being  emitted  the  owners  were  notified  to 
take  steps  to  prevent  a recurrence  of  the  nuisance. 

No  Byelaws  have  been  made  under  the  Act. 

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

The  work  in  connection  with  the  eradication  of  bed 
bugs  has  been  continued  as  previously  described.  It  is  a 
routine  for  the  furniture  of  all  tenants  from  clearance 
areas  and  infested  and  overcrowded  houses  to  be  fumigated 
before  it  is  moved  to  new  houses  provided  by  the  Council. 
Frequent  requests  have  also  been  made  for  the  fumigation 
of  verminous  houses  from  private  owners,  to  w^hom  a charge 
is  made  for  the  work  done.  The  work  is  carried  out  by  the 
staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  under  the  super- 
vision of  a Sanitary  Inspector,  who  ascertains  that  it  has 
been  satisfactorily  performed.  At  the  time  of  fumigation, 
the  tenants  are  given  instructions  as  to  measures  to  be  taken 
by  them  to  prevent  re-infestation. 
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The  fumigant  employed  is  “Cimex.”  Certain  of  the 
Council  houses  have  been  disinfested  by  a spray  process, 
using  “Shell-toxT

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

MILK. 

During  the  year  the  following  milk  samples  have  been 
examined: — 

Tuberculin  Tested  Milk. 

Twenty  samples  have  been  examined  and  one  failed  to 
satisfy  the  prescribed  tests.  The  Authority  for  the  district 
in  which  the  producer’s  premises  were  situaced  was  notified 
and  further  samples  taken  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Accredited  Milk. 

Ten  samples  have  been  examined  and  all  satisfied  the 
prescribed  tests. 

Pasteurised  Milk. 

Twenty-seven  samples  have  been  taken  and  four  failed 
to  satisfy  the  plate-count  test.  The  managers  of  the  firms 
concerned  were  communicated  with,  and  further  samples 
taken  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Sterilized  Milk. 

Four  samples  have  been  taken,  and  all  satisfied  the  pre- 
scribed tests. 

Undesignated  Milk. 

Eighty-seven  samples  have  been  examined  for  the 
methylene  blue  rest,  and  twenty-seven  failed  to  satisfy  this 
test.  These  twenty-seven  were  later  submitted  to  a plate 
count  and  B.Coli  test.  Thirty-one  samples  have  been  taken 
for  a plate  count  and  B.Coli,  and  fourteen  failed  to  satisfy 
this  test.  With  respect  to  these  fourteen,  letters  of  caution 
were  sent  to  the  retailers  and  the  various  Authorities  for  the 
districts  in  which  the  producer’s  premises  were  situated 
were  also  notified. 

Sixty-five  samples  of  undesignated  Milk  were  examined 
for  tubercle  bacilli  and  two  samples  were  found  to  be  posi- 
tive. In  these  two  cases  the  source  of  supply  was  outside 
the  Borough  and  the  information  was  passed  to  the  appro- 
priate Authorities  for  action  to  be  taken. 

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

Details  of  action  taken  wfith  regard  to  meat  and  other 
foods  and  adulteration  of  food  are  given  in  the  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  report. 

Chemical  examinations  are  carried  out  by  Mr.  J.  Evans, 
the  Public  Analyst  at  Sheffield. 
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Bacteriological  examinations  are  performed  by  Dr.  P. 
Milligan  at  the  Pathological  Laboratory  of  the  Doncaster 
Royal  Infirmary. 

NUTRITION. 

The  teaching  and  dissemination  of  knowledge  of  nutri- 
tion has  again  been  carried  out  chiefly  through  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Department,  where  the  question  has 
again  received  careful  attention  throughout  the  year. 

HEALTH  PROPAGANDA. 

The  main  health  propaganda  is  carried  out  through  the 
interviewing  of  those  attending  the  various  clinics  and  by 
the  visits  of  Inspectors  and  Health  Visitors  to  the  homes  of 
the  people. 

In  addition,  1,000  copies  of  “Better  Health”  are  dis- 
tributed monthly,  and  two  sets  of  poster  boards  are  in  use 
for  displaying  posters  provided  by  the  Central  Council  for 
Health  Education.

INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

Scarlet  Fever  has  again  not  been  very  prevaleni  and 
135  cases  were  notified.  Including  5 cases  from  outside  the 
Borough  and  9 cases  from  Hospitals  or  Institutions  in  the 
town,  108  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital 
during  the  year. 

As  far  as  possible  cases  of  scarlet  fever  are  sent  home 
within  three  weeks.  No  return  cases  occurred  during  the 
year. 

As  in  previous  years,  a throat  swab  is  taken  from  most 
cases  on  admission  and  examined  for  the  presence  of  Group 
A haemolytic  streptococci.  If  these  organisms  are  present 
then  agglutination  reactions  are  tested,  and  it  was  found 
that  of  the  96  cases  examined  44  failed  to  show  the  presence 
of  streptococci  of  this  Group,  and  of  the  remainder  32  were 
of  Type  1,  3 or  Type  3,  4 of  Type  4,  and  the  remainder  of 
various  other  Types.  Cases  are  “bed  isolated”  until  their 
“type”  is  known,  in  an  attempt  to  limit  cross  infection  by 
different  types  of  organism.  During  the  year  only  8 cases 
have  developed  complications  which  might  be  due  to  cross 
infection. 

One  death  occurred  in  a child  aged  2 years. 


DIPHTHERIA. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  has  again  been  large 
throughout  the  year  due  to  an  outbreak  which  was  in 
existence  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  and  did  not  abate 
until  the  end  of  March.  In  all,  198  cases  were  notified.  No 
separate  focus  of  the  disease  could  be  detected,  and  cases 
were  more  or  less  evenly  distributed  throughout  the  town 
On  occasions  the  occurrence  of  two  or  more  cases  in  one 
school  enabled  “carriers”  or  undiscovered  nasal  cases  to  be 
found,  but  usually  specific  sources  of  infection  could  not 
be  accurately  determined. 

During^  the  year,  202  cases  were  admitted  to  the 
diphtheria  wards.  Of  these,  one  was  admitted  from  an  area 
outside  the  Borough  and  three  were  staff  cases. 

In  all  cases  the  throat  swabs  were  also  examined  for 
the  presence  of  Group  A haemolytic  streptococci  which,  if 
present,  were  typed.  In  51  cases  the  swabs  showed  the 
presence  of  haemolytic  streptococci,  50^?  belonging  to  Type  1 
and  the  others  to  various  types. 
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Eleven  deaths  from  diphtheria  occurred  in  the  hospital. 
Death  occurred  within  twenty-four  hours  of  admission  in 
four  cases,  within  one  week  of  admission  in  five  cases  and 
within  two  weeks  of  admission  in  two  cases. 

In  nearly  all  these  fatal  cases  there  had  been  delay  in 
obtaining  medical  advice.  Again  it  must  be  repeated  that 
the  success  of  treating  diphtheria  depends  almost  entirely 
upon  early  diagnosis  and  the  early  administration  of  anti- 
toxin. The  importance  of  early  administration  of  anti- 
toxin in  suspected  cases  cannot  be  too  much  stressed,  and, 
to  facilitate  its  administration,  supplies  of  anti-toxin  are 
provided  free  of  charge  and  are  supplied  in  outfits  com- 
plete with  needle  and  ready  for  immediate  injection.  These 
supplies  are  held  at  the  Public  Health  Offices,  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  the  Royal  Infirmary  and  the  Guild  Hall. 

IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA. 

The  campaign  of  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  con- 
tinued steadily  throughout  the  first  half  of  the  year,  the 
chief  success  being  obtained  when  sessions  were  held  at 
various  schools.  This  method  had  to  be  temporarily  dis- 
continued upon  the  outbreak  of  the  war.  but  the  central 
Clinic  continued  to  function. 

The  number  of  children  immunised  during  the  year  was 
1,189,  as  against  221  in  1938.  The  total  number  immunised 
since  1934  is  just  under  2,800 — still  far  too  small  a propor- 
tion to  have  any  effect  upon  the  course  of  an  epidemic.  To 
obtain  this  effect  at  least  GOG  of  the  population  needs  to  be 
protected. 

During  1939,  three  children  who  had  been  immunised 
were  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  with  a provisional 
diagnosis  of  Diphtheria,  throat  swabs  having  shown  the 
presence  of  Dilphtheria  organisms.  Two  of  these  cases 
only  showed  a clinical  diphtheria  of  a mild  type.  All  made 
complete  and  rapid  recoveries.

VENEREAL  DISEASE. 

The  main  Venereal  Diseases  Clinic  is  held  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  West  Riding  County  Council  in  a section  of 
the  outpatient  department  at  the  Doncaster  Royal  Infirmary 
specially  provided  for  this  purpose.  There  are  three  weekly 
sessions  for  men  and  two  weekly  sessions  for  women  and 
children.  This  clinic  is  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  L.  D. 
Callander. 

A subsidiary  clinic  is  held  daily  in  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  women  and  children,  under  the  charge  of 
Dr.  S.  C.  B.  Walker,  Assistant  Medical  Officer,  who  carries 
out  all  the  ante-natal  and  post-natal  work.  This  clinic 
has  proved  to  be  a very  valuable  one,  and  the  large  number 
of  non-venereal  cases  atcending  again  shows  its  value  in 
investigating  suspect  conditions  and  its  importance  in  pre- 
ventive work.

BLINDNESS. 

The  work  in  connection  wdth  the  w^elfare  of  the  Blind 
in  Doncaster  is  carried  out  by  the  Doncaster  and  District 
Home  Teaching  Association  for  the  Blind,  subject  to  the  con- 
trolling influence  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  a report 
on  the  work  done  being  submitted  at  each  monthly  meet- 
ing of  the  Committee. 

The  assessment  of  blindness  is  carried  out  by  Mr.  M.  D. 
Thakore,  a Specialist  Ophthalmic  Surgeon,  who  is  also  on 
the  staff  of  the  Doncaster  Royal  Infirmary,  and  to  whom 
all  cases  are  referred  before  being  admitted  to  the  Register. 
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17  new  cases  have  been  registered  during  the  year,  and 
the  total  number  of  Blind  Persons  on  the  register  at  the  end 
of  the  year  was  89,  their  age  and  sex  distribution  being  as
